Besides the mules on the farms of 
this county there are 197 of these 
animals owned by the urban popula­ 
tion which have a value of $29,404.

dustries in the use of practical and ef­ 
ficient labor saving devices. 
The old 
w ay of working roads on a day too 
w et to plow corn or harvest, putting a 
few slusherfuls of earth in the middle 
of the road in heaps like a dim inutive 
m ountain range and leaving them to 
be leveled by the elements of nature 
and use, should be abandoned, 
ltoad 
work should be placed in the hands of 
competent workmen th at woik contin­ 
uously during the suitable season with 
a practical power roadmaking equip­ 
ment. 
W ith this ten times as much 
first class road can be made and finish­ 
ed as where old methods are used with 
the same am ount of money. This plan 
works no hardship on the farmer. 
He 
Is the king of the country and has 
enough to do on his farm without 
working roads. 
A modern roadmaking outfit can be 
operated with three men at a cost of 
from $15 to $20 per day, says a w riter 
in the Iowa Homestead, and will make 
a mile of finished road as smooth as a 
paved stree t 
This includes the mak­ 
ing of open ditches on the sides from 
ne foot to four feet deep, at the pleas- 
re of the operator. 
E arth roads should have a slope each 
ay from the center of about three- 
uarters of an inch to the foot on 
ju ra to r nearly level places; on hills it 
less. 
If depressions are left 
{ B e h o ld w ater, and everything that 
touches 
these 
places 
makes 
them 
larger. 
The supreme thing Is to keep the 
roadbed dry, thus lessening the bad 
effects of frost and the cost of upkeep. 
Scientific bedm aking preserves as 
much as possible the prim itive condi­ 
tion of the ground—th at is, in grading 
the road one should not plow It up like 
‘a field, but displace only w hat earth 
ig. necessary to bring the road to the 
proper grade and side slope. 
In ob­ 
se rv in g these m atters years are saved 
PUI making a perfect roadbed. 
E arth roads are the most delightful 
of all roads when well graded and free 
from d u st 
All well graded roads can 
be wonderfully improved and the up­ 
keep lessened one-half by covering the 
top w ith a coating of about two Inches 
of sharp sand and clay In which may 
be mixed half crashed stone that will 
go through a one inch mesh. 
If sand 
and clay are used, mix In the propor­ 
tion of 80 per cent of sand and 20 per 
cent of clay. If crushed stone is used, 
mix it half and half with the sand and 
clay mixture. 
This coating should be 
spread on and harrowed and rolled un­ 
til it Is thoroughly mixed and packed 
so as to fill all the voids, and then it 
will shed the w ater like a roof and 
keep your roadbed dry. 
In half an 
hour after a hard rain you will have 
a good road. This can be Improved by 
sprinkling with a m ixture made of 
crude petroleum In the proportion of 
one barrel of oil to three barrels of 
w ater emulsified w ith the soluble part 
or cream of clay. 
A,H|?tie sand improves an earth road 
somewhat, but when used alone it is 
too porous and soon washes into the
